 (d) To assure that the services of the District Court are readily and 15 

practicably available in all areas of District 8 and to assure that these services are 16 

provided to all citizens of District 8 with a minimum of inconvenience and a maximum 17 

of availability, there shall be a court facility physically located in each of the following 18 

areas of that district, and at least one judge shall sit regularly in each location: 19 

 

  (1) The Towson area; AND 20 

 

  (2) [The Catonsville area; and 21 

 

  (3)] The Essex area. 22
